competition and the wide variety of 
trades being taught in high schools 
today have changed the face of 
vocational training programs. 
“When I was in high school, if you 
were in vocational education you were 
a dummy or a thug, but it’s not that 
way at all now,” Easley explained. 
“The late 60’s role has been reversed. 
Back then, teachers didn’t have as 
much concern for the kids, but now 
most teachers—whether academic or 
vocational—really care for the 
students. 
“The nationwide trend IO or 15 
years ago was to go to college,” he 
continued. “ Everyone pushed a 
college 
education 
instead 
of 
technology, which includes the blue 
collar worker. They neglected fields 
where more technical training was 
needed.” 
Because of the number of different 
vocational careers that can be learned 
at the high school level today, Easley 
said that the college-type careers and 
technical-type careers are “balancing 
out now.” 
“The way we’re set up in Plano, a 
student can really go three ways 
here,” the ICT instructor said. “ He 
can go on to college, combine college 
with a technical career or go straight 
technical.” 
Where students in the 1960’s might 
have taken a vocational education 
course “just for fun, or because they 
were lazy,” a vocational student 
today is preparing for a possible 
lifetime career. 
But the training programs at PSHS 
are not just designed for the work- 
bound student. Easley said that many 
of his ICT students go on to college 
while still others go into post-high 
school trade or vocational colleges. 
One ICT student earned his master 
mechanic certification as a junior in 
high school enabling him to earn a 
well-above-average salary at just 17 
years old. When he graduated from 
PSHS, General Motors then paid for 
his two-year advanced training. 
Practically any student coming out 
of one of the ll trade and industrial 
program s can begin supporting 
himself in the working world. And 
besides gaining the actual skills 
training, the courses offer what 
Easley calls “a practical approach to 
the world of work.” 
Vocational students are taught such 
things as how to handle a job in­ 
terview, how to deal with employe- 


employer relationships, how to ex­ 
press themselves better to others and 
how to fill out income tax returns. 
VICA club contests then serve to 
test these students on what they have 
learned in both skills instruction and 


general vocational training. 
Several Plano VICA groups have 
been consistent winners in district 
competition. Last year, the auto 
mechnics VICA placed first in the

Not All Income Taxed 
Tax Course To Explain Details 


Question: Several friends of mine have told me that I can 
deduct the medical expenses I pay for my invalid mother 
even though I cannot claim her as an exemption. Is this 
true? 
Answer: Yes it is, if your Mother is your medical depen­ 
dent. The Internal Revenue Code allows taxpayers to deduct 
the medical expenses paid for themselves or their depen­ 
dents. In addition, it also allows a deduction for medical 
expenses paid to persons who are considered the taxpayers 
medical dependent. For example, if your Mother’s sole 
support came from Social Security benefits, State Welfare, 
etc., and you provided additional amounts toward the 
support but not enough to claim her as an exemption, you 
would still be able to deduct any medical expenses you paid 
for your Mother. The deductions so paid should be taken as 
an itemized deduction on Schedule A to Form No. 1040.

The execution of Gary Mark Gilmore 
has by no means ended the debate over 
capital punishment On the contrary, it has 
intensified it. 
Since it now appears likely that other 
states will soon join Utah in resuming 
executions, and since it is certain that the 
same people who tried to save Gilmore will 
redouble their efforts on behalf of the next 
condemned man whose turn comes 
around, we can expect a rehashing of the 
familiar arguments used by those who 
oppose the death penalty as well as those 
who support it. 
It is time each side ceased trying to 
prove or justify its position and to refute or 
convert the other, and time they both 
focused on the question of what is best for 
society. 
If 
we 
could 
eliminate 
the 
irrelevant or confusing argum ents, 
perhaps Ave might find some common 
meeting ground of agreement. 
For one thing, let it be conceded once 
and for all that there is no conclusive 
evidence that the death penalty deters 
potential murders There probably never 
can be such evidence, nor does there need 
to be 
Call it revenge or legalized murder, 
capital punishment is the legal taking of a 
person’s life in payment for that person’s 
illegal taking of the life of another. It is an 
act performed by and in the name of 
society — not lightly or capriciously 
(although too often so in the past), but as 
penalty for the willful, unjustified and 


unextenuated murder of another human 
being. 
At least, that is the way it should be and 
the way it certainly was in Gilmore’s case. 
That is the way it must be in any and every 
future case. 
It must also be conceded that our system 
of justice is far from perfect. The skill of 
one s defense attorney, or lack of skill, the 
prejudices of a jury and other factors often 
determine which man is sentenced to 
death and which man receives a lesser 
penalty. 
But that is not an argument against 
capital punishment. It is an argument for 
making absolutely certain that the trial 
record and evidence in every capital 
punishment case are examined and re­ 
examined and every avenue of appeal and 
review is exhausted before sentence is 
carried out And that was also done in 
Gilmore’s case. 


There are other reservations about 
capital punishment, such as the possiility 
of honest error. You can’t bring a dead 
man back to life, no matter how innocent 
he may later be proven to have been. 
Again this is not an argument against 
capital punishment, but for the utmost 
care and caution in its employment. 
The only real question is whether the 
death penalty is a resonable and ap­ 
propriate punishment. This generation has 
answered the question affirmatively, in a 
majority of the states, and has been 
seconded by the Supreme Court.

landlords claim that following the President’s suggestion 
won’t really conserve anything They say that when the 
tem perature in apartm ents drops tenants simply turn on 
other devices, such as electric heaters which eat up energy 
in another form. 
However, none of this affects homeowners. No one will fine 
them or send them to the slam m er if they cut down on the 
heat — although, of course, they’ll get all that flak from 
m em bers of the family who refuse to wear sweaters and ski 
socks.

Collins continued, 
“yet w e clamor for Canadian 
gas which costs us $1 94 per 
Mcf The gas industry in this 
countr\ has gone all out this 
past year, with interstate 
gas up six percent over last

The allocation of limited gas 
is no solution The answer is 
an open m arket for energy 
supplies 
"If your city does not like 
the open m arket price of gas, 
go drill and find your own 
gas sources 
But keep the 
money and jobs for energy in 
the States 
Let’s produce 
America’s own 
gas,” 
he 
concluded.

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Curry Now Suspects A Conspiracy

DALLAS (UPI) - The 
clouds had just parted, 
producing the makings of a 
crisp, 
sunny 
Texas 
af­ 
ternoon. 
The 
handsome 
young dignitary waved and 
smiled as his motorcade 
moved past the fringes of 
excited admirers. 
Police Chief Jesse Curry, 
in the lead car and worried 
about an attempt to “em­ 
barrass” 
John 
Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, said to himself 
“Well, we’ve got it made 
now. The hard part’s over.” 
The motorcade was just a 
few hundred feet from safety 
— just past the skycrapers of 
downtown 
D allas 
and 
heading toward the security 
of a freeway. 
Crack. 
“ What’s that?’’ Curry 
asked, thinking the sound 
was either a firecracker or a 
“railroad torpedo” used to 
signal train engineers 
Crack. Crack. 
Before the sound of a third 
rifle 
shot 
had 
stopped 
echoing off the tall buildings, 
Curry realized the truth. 
Someone was shooting into 
the motorcade. 
Someone 
in 
the 
Presidential car shouted, 
“Let s get out of here.” 
Horrified, his face con­ 
torted, Curry grabbed his 
microphone and ordered: 
“Get men on top of the un­ 
derpass, see what happened 
up there...” 
As the motorcade lurched 
forward at high speed, Curry 
asked a motorcycle outrider, 
“What has happened in the 
Presidential car —■ has 
someone been hit?” 
“Yes,” replied the officer 
— and Curry had little doubt 
about who had been hit. His 
fear was confirmed as the 
cars screeched to a halt at 
the em ergency ramp of 
Parkland Hospital. 
That was 13 years ago. 
Since then, things have 
changed. And so has Jesse 
Curry. 
Retired now, he follows the 
controversy 
surrounding 
Kennedy’s murder through 
the m edia, 
occasionally 
speaking 
to assassination 
researchers. 
Thirteen years ago, Curry 
gave little credence to any 
suggestion of a conspiracy. 
But today, he’s not so sure. 
He does not believe accused 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald 
was acting on his own 
initiative, even if he was — 
or wasn’t — the lone gun­ 
man. 
He says the Dallas Police 
D epartm ent 
protected 
Kennedy as best it could 
under the circumstances. He 
wonders why the FBI, which 
Oswald had contacted prior 
to the assassination, did not 
relay information to either 
his department or the Secret 
Service. 
Curry says the route Ken­ 
nedy’s car 
followed was 
chosen 
for 
political 
pur­ 
poses, not security. Had the 
Dallas Police Department 
chosen 
the 
m otorcade’s 
path, he says, Kennedy 
might be alive today. 
“I don’t accept the idea 


that Oswald was alone,” 
says Curry “I’m not saying 
someone was there in the 
window helping him shoot. 
But he was influenced by 
other persons. 
Someone 
convinced him the President 
should be assassinated. 
I 
don’t know who these people 
are.” 
Curry says the police 
department’s 
investigation 
showed “no evidence of two 
gunmen 
If 
there 
was 
another person, he sure got 
out of there (11)6 Texas 
School Book Depository) 
fast.” 


Ex-Chief Reviews Assassination 


the School Book Depository 
as a German Mauser. But 
the gun which was to be used 
as evidence against Oswald 
was an Italian Mannlicher- 
Carcano. 
“There was a 
mixup,” 
conceded Curry. “I think the 
deputy 
sheriff 
didn’t 
carefully examine the gun at 
first. 
It 
was 
a 
human 
mistake.” 


Reflecting on the fateful 
day which changed his life, 
Curry says, “The first shot 
sounded like a firecracker or 
a railroad torpedo When the 
second and third shots came, 
I was sure it was rifle fire. 
There were people on the 
overpass, and they weren’t 
supposed to be there I could 
see people up there, but no 
officers 
They were sup­ 
posed to be on every over­ 
pass and underpass along 
the route.” 
Curry says he had been 
“apprehensive” about Ken­ 
nedy’s visit. But he felt the 
worst 
that 
could 
have 
happened would be an in­ 
cident staged by dissident 
groups to embarrass the 
young leader. He ordered 
several such groups placed 
under surveillance. 
Had Kennedy’s car gone 
safely through the triple 
underpass, Curry says the 
president would have left 
Dallas 
unharmed. 
The 
Dealey Plaza area, he says, 
was the last chance for an 
attempt on Kennedy’s life. 
The shots rang out as the 
motorcade 
reached 
the 
underpass. And Kennedy 
flew home aboard Air Force 
One in a flagdraped coffin. 


In 
retrospect, 
Curry 
concedes some aspects of the 
investigation of the murder 
should have been handled 
differently. 
Critics note not a single 
interrogation of Oswald was 
recorded, and that a Dallas 
policeman made an 
in- 
cor act identification of the 
rifle found on the sixth floor 
of 
the 
School 
Book 
Depository. 
Curry said the Police 
Department 
had 
sought 
funds from the city for a 
“recording room,” but the 
request was rejected. 
“ It was a matter of econo­ 
mics,” he said. “We didn’t 
have recording facilities and 
I guess nobody asked that it 
be recorded. The office 
wasn’t equipped for it. And 
frankly, it didn’t occur to me 
or to anyone to record it. 
Maybe it was stupid, looking 
at it now.” 
He said Oswald was “a 
very arrogant and surly type 
of individual He didn’t seem 
to be frightened by all the 
commot’on that was going 
on. He seemed unperturbed, 
unconcerned. I think he had 
some 
training 
in 
in­ 
terrogation methods.” 
Initially, a Dallas officer 
identified the rifle found in 


Of the route Kennedy took, 
Curry said, 
“ It 
was a 
political 
situation. 
If the 


decision was left to us, we 
would 
have 
taken 
him 
(Kennedy) off his plane at 
Love Field and by the most 
direct route to the Trade 
Mart (where Kennedy was to 
have 
spoken). 
But 
a 
D em ocratic 
com m ittee 
determined the route. They 
wanted the greatest ex­ 
posure possible.” 
Shortly after Kennedy’s 
death, 
Dallas 
FBI agent 
James Hosty spoke with 
Dallas 
Police 
Lt. 
Jack 
Revill. He said Oswald “is in 


our Communist file,” had 
been in touch with “two 
known foreign subversive 
agents” within two weeks of 
the assassination and agents 
“had information that this 
man 
was 
capable...of 
c o m m i t t i n g 
t h e 
assassination.” 
Cu r r y 
i m m e d i a t l y 
repeated the conversation to 
reporters. He said he soon 
got a 
call from 
Gordon 
Shanklin, Chief of the Dallas 
FBI Bureau. 
Curry said he was told by 


Shanklin: “ If you don’t 
retract 
that 
statem ent 
immediately, I’m finished.” 
Wanting to help a friend, 
Curry 
agreed 
to 
tell 
reporters, “I can't attest to 
the conversation of my own 
personal knowledge.” 
Now an attorney, Shanklin 
told UPI, “I never asked him 
to retract anything. As I 
recall, I just gave him the 
facts.” Shanklin would not 
comment on why FBI in­ 
formation on Oswald was 
withheld from other agen­ 


cies. 
“ I did not make 
policy,” he said. 
Curry explained the cir­ 
cumstances of his retraction 
in a registered letter to the 
official Warren Commission 
investigating the murder. It 
remained 
secret 
until 
September 1975. 


Oswald, while in custody 
two 
days 
after 
the 
assassination, was shot and 
killed by Jack Ruby. Ruby 
was 
admitted 
to 
the 
basement of City Hall, said 
Curry, by “an act of God.” 
Curry said the basement 
had been properly sealed off, 
but an officer 
disobeyed 


orders and left the ramp 
area for a few seconds and 
Ruby slipped in. Had the 
officer been there, said 
Curry, he wouldn’t have al­ 
lowed Ruby admittance — 
and Oswald would have 
stood trial. 
Curry generally stays at 
home now, and reflects on 
the 
incident 
and 
the 
whirlwind of events that 
engulfed him. 
But speaking of a possible 
conspiracy, he says “I just 
don’t know. I wouldn’t say 
that he (Oswald) was part of 
one or that he wasn’t. I 
would think Castro could 
have been behind it.” 


Collins Announces 
Support Of Act 


Congressman James M. 
Collins of the Texas Third 
District has announced his 
strong support of the Jobs 
Creation Act as a “positive 
and w ell-reasoned alter­ 
native to make-work jobs.” 
“The Treasury Dept, has 
just 
raised 
its 
predicted 
budget deficit estimate by 
$9.7 billion,” Collins said. 
“ President 
Carter 
had 
promised to balance the 
budget. Yet, he has said he 
intends to expand 
public 
works funding from $2 billion 
to $4 billion. He intends to 
rebate $50 to 96 percent of all 
Americans, while the annual 
deficit 
may reach 
$100 
billion,” he asserted. 
“Tile Jobs Creation Act 
would not cost one cent to 
implement,” 
Congressman 
Collins continued, “because 
the private sector would 
create the work, not another 
federal bureaucracy. By 
offering tax incentives to 
businesses to expand and 
create jobs, the bill would 
actually be doing much 
more. 
“In addition to 28 million 
new jobs in the first three 
years, it would also raise our 
CNP by $600 billion, and 
increase federal revenues by 


$45 billion.” he continued. 
“These would be new dollars 
with 
real 
productivity 
behind them, not the inflated 
dollars from deficit spen­ 
ding. 
“There would also be tax 
incentives 
under 
this 
legislation for 
individuals 
who participate by saving 
and investm ent,” Collins 
went 
on 
to 
say. 
“ One 
estim ate says that this 
provision 
alone 
could 
provide capital for two 
million jobs the first year 
after the bill s enactment. 
“The creation of capital is 
the only way a nation con­ 
tinues to prosper, Collins 
continued. 
“Capital needs 
between now and 1965 are 
estimated at between $4.6 
and $4.9 trillion. Presently 
the government is not only 
not encouraging private 
employment, it is actually 
competing 
em ployment 
away from private industry. 
“With one average in­ 
vestment of $30,000, private 
industry can create a new, 
productive job, whereas the 
government m ust spend 
$25,000 annually to keep one 
job in existence. This must 
ancome from higher taxes,” 
he concluded

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Democrats Training Guns On Tower

DALLAS (UPI) — Fresh 
from a significant Jim m y 
Carter victory in a state 
w here 
R eaganism 
ran 
ram pant last spring, Texas 
Democrats are preparing to 
take on the one man who has 
eluded them for more than 15 
years — Sen. John Tower, R- 
Tex. 
“ The 
whole party 
will 
organize 
through 
the 
sum m er of 1978 to elect the 
Democratic nominee in the 
Senate race,” said state 
party 
chairm an 
Calvin 
Guest. 
“We will zero in on this 
race.” 
Guest said the Senate was 
the one race the party had 
never really organized to 
win. 
“ In 1972, we were all 
concentrating 
on 
the 
governor’s ra c e ,” Guest 
said. “ To me, electing Dolph 
Briscoe was the number one 
priority. 
“ Now I am chairman of 
the party and we have the 
time. And this time we are 
going to win.” 
H owever, 
bound 
and 
determined Democrats are 


nothing new to Tower, a 
native of Wichita Falls who 
for three term s has built his 
own brand of popular sup­ 
port. Tower seemed almost 
im pregnable in his 1972 
Senate campaign, drawing 
more votes than President 
Nixon. 
But 
that 
was 
before 
W atergate, before Nixon 
resigned and before Ronald 
Reagan came to Texas and 
stole the state’s Republicans 
aw ay 
from 
Tower 
and 
President Ford. And now 
with 
C a rte r’s 
election, 
Tower no longer has a friend 
in the White House. 
The interest in the Senate 
race already is beginning to 
show as rum ors persist 
about who will make the 
race. 
Prospective 
opponents 
include State 
Insurance 
Commission Chairman Joe 
Christie, who says he will 
decide 
in 
Septem ber 
w hether to run against 
Tower. U.S. Rep. Barbara 
Jordan, DTex. is also said to 
be considering her chances 
as is fellow Congressman 
Bob 
K rueger 
of 
New 
Braunfels, Tex. 


But one Democrat has a 
decided advantage over 
others. He has run and lost 
against Tower before. 
“ I consider Tower a for­ 
m idable 
opponent 
who 
should 
not 
be 
un­ 
d e r e s t i m a t e d ,” 
s a id 
Barefoot Sanders, 51, the 
1972 Democratic senatorial 
candidate who Tower beat 
with 54 per cent of the vote. 
“ It’s hard to say what the 
issues will be, but I don’t 
think Tower has been all 
that 
hurt 
by 
Nixon, 
Watergate or the Reagan 
thing.” 
Sanders, 
who also 
is 
considering the race, does 
believe Tower can be beaten 
just as he did when he 
decided to 
run 
against 
form er Sen. Ralph Y ar­ 
borough in the 1972 Demo­ 
cratic prim ary for a chance 
to take on Tower. 
Sanders says one factor in 
a Democratic candidate’s 
favor 
is 
the 
natural 
resistance in Texas to voting 
for Republicans. He said 
Tower also has an added 
problem of his straight-line 
Republican image. 
“Tower lacks any sort of 


independence. 
Sanders 
said. “ I think in the last 
session of Congress he voted 
for the Republican point of 
view on issues 92 per cent of 
the time 
“ I 
know 
R epublicans 
believe their position is the 
right one. but nobody is right 
that often.” 
But two years is a long 
time to speculate on how to 
beat Tower. Sanders said 
“ I think a lot will depend 
on what he does with Carter 
in the White House. We will 
just have to look at his 
record in 1978.” 
He said Reagan's victory 
in 
the 
’76 
presidential 
primary will not be a factor 
in the Democrats' favor, but 
will 
be 
som ething 
the 
Republican party will have 
to work out. 
Tower endorsed President 
Ford 
in 
T exas’ 
first 
presidential 
prim ary, 
but 
Reagan swept all of the 
state’s IOO delegates 
“ I think the Carter thing 
indicated that Texas is 
trending back toward the 
Democratic side,” Sanders 
said. “But I also think the 
independent 
voter 
is 


becoming more and more a 
factor in politics. 
“When I ran before, we 
pretty much were right down 
the center I stressed that I 
was an independent and I 
think that 
helped me in 
beating Yarborough in the 


prim ary.” 
Sanders 
said 
in 
1972 
T o w e r s 
campaign 
was 
overshadowed 
by 
the 
presidential contest and he 
said 
McGovern’s 
un­ 
popularity 
in 
the 
state 
proved a factor in 
his 


election 
one he had not 
previously considered. 
“With McGovern running, 
every candidate running for 
federal office was held up as 
a suspect liberal.'' he said 
Now. Sanders says Car­ 
ter's victory indicates the 


Texas majority is not as 
conservative as Tower is and 
the Republican may have as 
much trouble in 1978 selling 
his politics as McGovern had 
selling the liberal doctrine in 
1972, he said. 


Due To Dought 
Water Savers Unite

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— It’s a perfect setup for Bob 
and Carol and Ted and Alice, 
but the Smiths and Joneses 
are doing it. 
Across the Golden Gate 
Bridge, in prosperous Marin 
County, ordinary persons 
are sharing showers, and sex 
is not the reason. Generally 
speaking. 
The 
reason 
is 
the 
California drought, and the 
sta rt 
of 
strict 
w ater 
rationing to 169,000 Marin 
County residents. The w ater 
district’s reservoirs are only 
one-fourth full in the second 
year of a drought, and m ay 
be mud puddles by fall 
without rain. 
The rationing has spurred 
necessary 
w ater-saving 
ideas by the citizenry, which 
now is limited to 47 gallons 
per person daily. Examples: 


— In the town of Fairfax, 
BYOW parties are in vogue. 
The initials stand for “ Bring 
Your Own W ater.” And less 
ice is used in drinks. 
— Stores are doing a brisk 
business in paper plates and 
cups for those who want to 
eliminate use of dishes and 
automatic dishwashers. 
— Other m erchants are 
being cleaned out of buckets, 
garbage cans and dish pans 
by residents who want to 
store drain water and catch 
any rain that might fall. 
— 
Housewives 
are 
changing sheets and towels 
less often. 
“One cycle of-my clothes 
washer takes 40 gallons — 
alm ost my e n tire d ay ’s 
supply,” said a San Rafael 
homeowner. 
In Mill Valley, housewife 
Donna Gilcrease is one of 
those who no longer takes a 


shower alone. The shower is 
now all in the family. 
“ It’s kind of fun, more fun 
than saving dishwater in 
plastic bottles to keep the 
garden alive — which we 
also do, of course,” she said. 
In Tiburon, Marsha Reed 
in v ite s 
n e ig h b o rh o o d 
children to her home to 
share baths with her own 
three youngsters. 
“ It works out great, and 
it’s a 
fun way to save 
water,” she said. 
The telephones of well- 
diggers are ringing off the 
hook. One San Rafael man 
hired a water dowser to look 
for water for a possible well 
in his back yard. 
The dowser, a 72-year-old 
man, found it, 26 feet down, 
with a 
divining rod 
(or 
dowsing rod), and now a 
neighbor across the street is 


asking him to look in his 
yard. 
With 
strict 
financial 
penalties threatened for 
w ater overusers by the 
M arin 
M unicipal 
W ater 
D istrict, 
residents 
have 
changed personal habits: 
Some have turned off their 
dishwashers and fill the sink 
with water to be used all day. 
Others are using children’s 
wading pools in the shower 
to collect the runoff water 
for other uses. 
Low-flow shower outlets 
are being installed by the 
thousands, as are 
water 
bottles to cut toilet flush 
consumption — normally the 
biggest user. 
“Who do you get angry 
at?” said 
fashion 
model 
Lynn Carroll-Beren of San 
Anselmo. “ You just have to 
do what you have to do.”

I do not do 
iso m e tric e x e rc ise s, but 
whenever I think of it I tense 
my stomach muscles and keep 
them tight in order to have a 
flat stomach. 
Is this a practice that I 
should avoid? I am a middle- 
aged woman and I do exer­ 
cise. I ve never been troubled 
with high blood pressure and I 
don’t want it to happen to me 
now.

Isom etric contractions, in­ 
cluding hand-shaking or 
squeezing and voluntary con­ 
tractions, can cause a tran­ 
sito ry rise of the blood 
pressure. They will not cause 
a normal person to develop 
high blood pressure though. 
The danger is for the person 
who already has excessively 
high blood pressure. 
Many life situations in­ 
crease the blood pressure 
temporarily. A good example 
is running. As a person exerts 
himself, the heart must pump 
more blood. With this in­ 
crease the blood pressure 
rises. This is normal and after 
exercise the blood pressure 
returns to normal. Such exer­ 
cise actually helps to lower 
blood pressure in many nor­ 
mal people after the period of 
exercise is over. 
To give you more informa­ 
tion on isometric exercises 
and blood pressure I am sen­

and it really worries me. I am 
female and 14 years old. I 
started menstruating a year 
ago. I had read that menstrual 
cycles can som etim es be 
irregular, such as skipping a 
month or two, so I was not go­ 
ing to be worried or surprised 
if mine did. Well, mine didn’t. 
I was very regular. 
After about six months, one 
month I didn’t have my 
period. It didn’t come the next 
month and now it is six 
months — half a year — since 
my last period. 
Around that time I changed 
my eating habits and went on 
a mild diet. I started eating 
th e 
r i g h t 
a m o u n t 
of 
e v e r y t h i n g ; 
p l e n t y of 
vegetables, fresh fruit and the 
right amounts of protein, 
milk, cereal, bread and bulk 
products. I do not eat any 
heavy, rich, sweet desserts as 
I used to all the time. I lost 
five pounds. 
Isn t six months without 
menstruating very abnormal? 
Can it be normal at all? I am 
much too shy to talk to my 
mother or anyone about it or 
to see a doctor either. What 
should I do? This is really 
worrying me. 


DEAR READER - You 
should have stuck with your 
original resolution not to 
worry if your periods were 
irregular. 
No, it is not unusual to have 
relatively long tim e spans 
without menstruation at your 
age. Young girls usually start 
having periods between IO and 
16 years of age. The fact that 
you had re gul ar periods 
suggests that you are perfect­ 
ly normal. 
Obesity and crash diets are 
both factors in upsetting the 
delicate hormone balance that 
controls menstruation. You 
are on the right course, eating 
a sound, sensible diet. Nature 
will likely take care of the 
rest of the development for 
you. If you do not resume 
menstruation by age 16 ther 
you should see a doctor abou' 
it.

Congressman Jim Collins 
has submitted a bill to end 
tax discrimination against 
single persons and married 
couples

million 
American taxpayers are 
discriminated against solely 
on the basis of their marital 
status.” 
Collins 
stated 
‘ ‘ W h e t h e r 
w i d o w e d , 
divorced, or unmarried, a 
single person who works 
pays up to 20 percent more in 
taxes than a taxpayer with a 
non-working spouse filing a 
joint return 
“ Requiring that single 
persons pay at a higher rate 
is simply arbitrary.” 
he 


asserted "A single taxpayer 
who has a taxable income of 
$12,(KHI pays $2,260 a dif 
ference of $370. 
“ Also penalized in this 
same way. is the married 
couple both of whom work, 
filing separately or jointly, 
who are more highly taxed 
than two single persons 
earning the same income 
and living together, because 
the tax schedule used by 
some married couples has 
higher 
rates,” 
Collins 
continued “ In that way, a 
woman is penalized for going 
to work to supplement the 
family income 
“ For example, if a woman 


goes to work to supplement 
her husband s $5,000 income, 
the couple will pay $200 more 
in taxes than if they were 
two single persons filing 
their individual returns.” he 
pointed out.

Neely Favors Keeping NFL Draft

DALLAS (UPI) - Ralph 
Neely is one of a dwindling 
number 
of 
professional 
football players who went 
through 
the 
AFL-NFL 
bidding war. 
Neely becam e so en­ 
thralled with the pleas for 
his services, in fact, that he 
signed with both the Houston 
Oilers and Dallas Cowboys. 
Or, as Neely puts it: 
“ You really can’t consider 
my case an average one 
since it wound up in the 
Supreme Court.” 
Neely has been playing in 
the offensive line for the 
Cowboys since 1965 and a lot 
of holding penalties have 
come and gone since then. 
Neely has been around the 
Cowboys so long he sounds 
almost like a member of the 
management. 
“ Obviously I was able to 
get more money out of it at 
the time,” Neely said of the 
fight between the Oilers and 
Cowboys for 
his 
talents. 
“ But, looking back on it, it is 
also obvious that there were 
just so many eggs in the 
basket and for those of us 
who got more money there 
were also those who got less. 
“ It was a hassle, too. It 
was like coming out of high 
school with all the colleges 
after you. 
“ In my opinion there has 
got to be a draft of some 
kind.Maybe there should be 
a modified situation where 


two or three teams could bid 
for one player. But I think 
there has to be something.” 
Chances of a 
norm al 
college player draft this year 
are extremely slim since 
courts have ruled against it 
and the players association 
does not seem inclined to 
agree to one in a bargaining 
session. 
“ If a bidding war comes 
about there are going to be 
two or three per cent of the 
players 
getting 
a 
vast 
majority of the money,” said 
Neely. 
“ And when the money 
runs out what do you do? 
What do you sign free agents 
with. Many clubs are not 
going to give free agents a 
second look. 
“ From a selfish standpoint 
I think that the lack of a 
draft may help solidify the 
jobs of the players who are 
now playing. 
“ Before some teams get 
into a big bidding war they 
might think m ore about 
keeping the players they 
have now who they know can 
do the job. It might prolong 
the careers of some veterans 
by three or four years.” 
Neely sees a major dif­ 
ference between the recent 
free agent baseball bidding 
scramble and the potential 
fight to obtain the services of 
such collegiate superstars as 
Heisman Trophy winner 
Tony Dorsett. 
“ In baseball the player 
involved are proven perfor­ 


mers,” said Neely. “ But you 
can’t tell me a player un­ 
proven in 
the 
pros 
like 
Dorsett 
has 
the 
sam e 
bargaining power 
as 
a 
proven player. He may think 
he does, and I know his agent 
thinks he does, but I’m not so 
sure.” - 
Neely 
also 
thinks that 
without a draft some of the 
NFL star players sought out 
by sophisticated scouting 
systems may not reap the 
initial benefit they might 
oherwise receive. 
“ When a player is drafted 
No. I in this league,” Neely 
said, “ that let’s the cat out of 
the bag. It puts that player in 
a special class. 
“ For instance last year we 
drafted (defensive back) 
Aaron Kyle. He is going to be 
a great asset to our club. But 
he was not all that well 
known before the draft. 
“ Now, when he is drafted 
No. I, that allows him to ask 
for and get more money than 
he would otherwise. Without 
a draft he might not have 
known what he was worth. 
“ I think a college player 


should be aware that you 
don’t make it on the front 
end in this business. What 
you have to do is go out there 
and become good in your 


position and solidify yourself 
with a club and (hen try to 
improve your sitution. You 
can’t just come in right off 
asking for the moon.”

This could possibly be the last season that girls in Texas 
will play basketball by the traditional six-player, half court 
method. 
A move is underway to force the University In­ 
terscholastic League to change the form at for girls 
basketball from the current six-player, half court method to 
the sam e as boy’s team s - five players and full court. 
The UIL, governing body of Texas prep athletics, recently 
took a poll of principals and superintendents throughout the 
state and it passed by a slim m argin to switch the girls to the 
same style as the boys. 
However, it was only an opinion poll but such things carry 
a lot of weight with the UIL. 
Fighting the switch is the Texas High School Girl’s 
Coaches Association of which Plano’s Rita Barnes is a 
member. 
TheTHSGCA feels that if girls basketball is changed to full 
court and five players that men will dominate the coaching 
ranks due to their current greater knowledge of the five- 
player system. 
“ I don’t necessarily agree with the THSGCA, but it would 
mean a process of educating a lot of women coaches on the 
principals of five-player basketball,” Coach Barnes said.

Coach Barnes, a six-year Varsity coach at Plano Senior 
High, feels it is better to let girls continue to play the six-girl, 
half court style than switch. 
“ I would like to see it remain as is, but I don’t feel real 
strong either way about it. I know I can learn a new system. 
It is still basketball and the fundamentals are the sam e,” 
Coach Barnes said. 
“ I m arried a boys basketball coach and he has helped me 
before. I’m sure I can get the boy’s coach here, Mike 
Bridges, to explain some things to me. I won’t throw up my 
hands and quit if they change it,” Mrs. Barnes said. 
Mrs. Barnes has the opinion of letting the girls play their 
game and let the boys play theirs. 
“ It is just a joke going around with some of the women 
coaches but why should we have to switch to the five-player 
system? I know it sounds ridiculous but that’s how a lot of 
the women coaches are viewing the possible change,” Mrs. 
Barnes said. 
“ Why not let the girls play their own style of basketball 
and the boys play theirs. It has been that way for a long time. 
Only three states that I know of have not switched to the five- 
player system and they are the three largest basketball 
areas in the country - Texas, Iowa and Oklahoma,” Mrs. 
Barnes said. 
One of the key proponents behind switching the girls over 
are college coaches of girls team s. All colleges have five- 
player girls basketball team s and they want the UIL to 
switch to help develop more players for their own system. 
“ It all comes down to this - Are we offering girls basketball 
on the high school level to develop them for college team s or 
to play our own gam e,” Coach Barnes said. “If that is our 
purpose, to develop college players, then we need to switch. I 
think our purpose is much deeper.” 
Another reason behind the possible switch is to prevent a 
lawsuit.

(UPI) - 
“You're expected to be a 
walking encyclopedia,” says 
Cindy Hedrick. 25, a West

Mrs Hedrick is the only 
woman employed fulltime in 
the West Virginia parks and 
recreation division. Women 
as naturalists still are a rare 
breed, although throughout 
the ll S, parks and forestry 
services there are women 
working in jobs from clerical 
to forest firefighters They 
just are not there in legions 
yet 
Mrs 
H e d ric k ,- an asb 
blonde with the clear skin 
and eyes of Uje outdoor life, 
thinks there—is plenty of 
opportunity for women in 
this career area, if you like 


mixing people and nature 
So does the 
W omen’s 
Bureau, the U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Labor. 
“ It’s a field we’ve been 
promoting for some tim e,” 
said Arleen W infield, a 
ca re e r ad v iser with the 
bureau “ In 1969, we put out 
a booklet on opportunities 
for women in conservation, 
fisheries, as naturalists and 
recreationists. 
‘‘T here 
is 
no 
dis­ 
crim in atio n , 
by 
federal 
law, although 
you 
might 
hear some men say, ‘What is 
she doing here?’ 
“ But it is an area where 
the women still are rare or 
you wouldn’t have people 
raising eyebrows.” 
In the forest service, an 
arm of the Department of 
Agriculture, there are 89 
female rangers, including ll 
superintendents, compared 
with 1.446 male rangers.

The amount of daylight in living rooms is affected by 
the placement of glass areas, the finishes of walls and 
ceilings, as well as draperies, curtains and shades.

Metal

ACT’s publications include 
“The Family Guide to Chil­ 
dren’s Television,” a book 
that quotes educators as

potential which we have not 
as yet explored." 
The book suggests limiting 
the number of hours of TV 
viewing, selecting programs 
in advance and not aban­ 
doning a child in a room with 
a television on.

Most everyone remembers 
the tale of young Abe Lincoln 
at home, doing his sums by 
fireplace light in a log cabin. 
With observance of the 
birthday of the sixteenth 
President 
on 
Feb. 
12, 
another aspect of the Lin- 
coln-at-home story emerges 
to 
bring 
a 
strong 
precautionary reminder for 
home buyers in the 1977 
market. 
During Abe’s boyhood, his 
family lost three Kentucky 
farm hor ^s because of land 
title proolems—a type of 
hazard that still can prove 
costly to real estate pur­ 
chasers. Land title dif­ 
ficulties finally proved so 
onerous that the Lincolns 
moved from Abe’s native 
Kentucky—and that state 
lost a future President. 
Title trouble first emerged 
when Abe’s father, Thomas 
Lincoln, tried to sell a family 
farm and found it measured 
39 acres less than it was 
supposed 
to cover. 
An 
obligation on a second farm 
proved to be larger than 
represented, and the title 
holder demanded money 
instead of merchandise as 
originally agreed upon. The 
Lincolns lost a third farm 
through a suit of ejectment 
to remove them from the 
real estate.

The TLTA president said 
advance preparation and 
safeguards are necessary 
for the full protection of 
home ownership, regardless 
of whether an upcoming 
purchase involves 
free­ 
standing home, town house, 
condominium unit, or log 
cabin. 
Garst, 
who 
is 
vice 
president of Commonwealth 
Land Title Insurance Co. in 
Houston, pointed out that a 
home still represents an 
excellent long-range in­ 
vestment despite rising costs 
and 
suggested 
these 
guidelines for buyers in the 
1977 market: 
—Study the particular 
advantages 
and 
disad­ 
vantages of a free-standing 
home, town house, con­ 


dominium or other type of 
residence before deciding 
what to purchase: 


—Consider the condition of 
and outlook for the neigh­ 
borhood where the residence 
is located; 
—Check the distance from 
the prospective home to

shopping, schools, and other 
conveniences of importance; 
estim ate 
the

required to reach these and 
your place of employment; 
—Carefully go over the 
design and structural con­ 
dition of the residence; if a 
free-standing home or town 
house is involved, it may be 
desirable to

in

opinion; 
—Give special attention to 
the fuel needed for heating 
the residence and check 
insulation; 
—Shop for the mortgage 
financing that best suits your 
need; ask about interest 


rate, late payment penalty, 
amount 
of 
insurance 
required, whether taxes and 
interest will be included in 
m o n t h l y 
p a y m e n t , 
refinancing 
requirements, 
and prepayment penalty; 
—Learn in advance the 
facts on closing costs and 
services in your area and 
obtain an estimate of related 
charges you will be required 
to pay; 


—Ask about the protection 
of owner’s title insurance 
before you close a real estate 
purchase; 
lender’s title 
insurance that you may be 
required to pay for protects 
only your mortgage lender. 
As an example of the need 
for advance precautions, 
Garst 
recalled 
the ex­ 
perience of a modern-day 
Illinois home buyer who 
purchased real estate with 
an apparently clear land 
title. After moving in, the 
buyer received notice that 
property taxes from a prior 
year were past due on the 


home. 
The problem was not found 
in earlier title search of 
public 
records 
before 
completion of his purchase 
because of a mistake by 
public employees in posting 
the county tax rolls. For­ 
tunately, the owner’s title 
insurance of this buyer paid 
the tax claim to save the 
insured financial loss and 
possible loss of his real 
estate. 
In another instance, a 
Georgia property owner 
charged that the home of a 
neighbor extended onto his 
land. After a new survey 
proved the claim to be 
correct, the title company 
insuring the encroaching 
neighbor was able to arrange 
for the insured’s purchase of 
a strip of land—including 
that occupied by part of his 
house—to solve the problem.

Allergies to certain drugs 
also cause reactions. 
People allergic to aspirin 
should be especially careful 
to read labels since many 
products contain the drug.

prehistoric architecture in 
America and are well worth 
a visit. But your visit must 
be planned, and you will 
have to allow enough time, 
for the monument is located 
in a remote and rugged area. 
Driving through sparsely 
populated Navajoland you 
will be surrounded by the 
wild sandstone terrain of the 
upper Reservation. It’s an 
arid and picturesque land, 
where settlements and gas 
stations are 20 to 30 miles 
apart—and there is little 
evidence of modern man 
between. 
The vista stretches for 
miles in all directions, 
taking in striking bluffs and 
mesa formations. Along the 
road the bright colors of 
seasonal wildflowers will 
catch your eye. And you will 
take home memories of 
picturesque places like Tuba 
City, Red Lake, Kayenta and 
Baby Rocks. 


T h e 
M o n u m e n t 
Headquarters and 
Visitor 
Center — and the most ac­ 
cessible of the cliff dwellings 
is on the mesa overlooking 
Tsegi (SAY gee) Canyon. 
The monument entrance 
road, State Route 564, ends 
with a one-way loop and 
parking area. 
Begin your stay at the 
Visitor Center Here you can 
enjoy appropriate exhibits, a 
five-minute slide program 
albout the Monument and 
have your questions an­ 
swered by the Ranger on 
duty.
